NORTHEAST REGION BROILER/FRYER Trucklot buying activity on
ready-to-cook whole broiler/fryers was light to fair following the holiday
the weekend. Offerings of all sizes were at least suffiicent for current
needs. Movement through retail and distributive channels was light to
fair. The market tone was about steady. In the parts complex, wings and
most leg items wer in good balance to well cleared. The balance of items
were adequate and clearing satisfactorily.

SOUTHERN REGION BROILER/FRYERS Majority prices were higher
in the West, but generally unchanged in other regions when compared to
a week earlier. Retail demand for early week business was seasonally
active following the holiday weekend. Food service movement was ir-
regular, although best movement was into carry outs and fast food out-
lets. Supplies of all sizes were usually sufficient, but well cleared. In the
parts structure, interest was moderately active for the available offer-
ings. B/S breast items increased slightly, but most items were in close
balance to occasionally short and often held with confidence. In produc-
tion areas, live supplies were moderate at mostly desirable weights.

WESTERN REGION BROILER/FRYERS Final majority prices were up
1 cent throughout the region. Trade sentiments were fully steady to firm
with regular commitments trading at higher price and new negotiations
at unchanged to higher prices. Offerings were in fair balance with needs.
Retailer demand was moderate to good best to cover planned feature
activities. Dealers reported generally moderate weekend carryovers, with
some late deliveries noted where inclement weather conditions were a
factor. The Los Angeles negotiated WOG weighted average was up 1.07
to 71.35, and the volume reported was up 4 percent to 26 loads.
